The Napalese Embassy here 
announced tonight that the 
King of Nepa! had left his 


Katmandu and taken refuge in 
“a foreign embassy.” and that 
his three-year-old son had 
been proclaimed “ruler.” 

Earlier, the Indian Foreign 
Ministry arinounced that the 
King and some members of 
his family took refuge yes- 
terday in the Indian Embassy. 

The official announcement 
said he was anxious to come 
to India for “medical treat- 
ment,” but as the Nepalese 
government objected, he 
sought assistance from the 
Indian Ambassador in Nepal. 

Sources close to the Foreign 
Ministry, however, said he is 
anxious to come to India due 
to internal difficulties follow- 
ing the demand by his sub- 
jects for a change from the 
presemt autocratic feudal! type 
of government to a democratic 
set-up. 

Official sources here indi- 
cated that these developments 
had little direct connection 
with Tibet although the liat-
